HE tft of this Month the Duke of 

Savoy made the Marquis de Codre 

firft Captain of his Life-Guards, Kaight 

of the Order of the amonciada, and 

firft Governor of the Prince of Piemont; 
ihe Marquis de Cortanza, now Envoy extraordinary 
at the Court of Vienna, his fecond Governour ; 
and the Count del Borgo his Sub-Governour: The 
Count de Vifche is likewife made Gentleman of 
the Horfe to that Prince. The Count della Rocca 
is made General of Artillery (in the Room of the 
Marquis de Bagnafco, wiao is grown too old and 
infirm for military Service, ) and alfo Governour of 
Alexandria. His Royal Highnefs will fhortly efta- 
blih a Houfhould for the faid Prince. M. Rhebin- 
der, Commander in chief of all his Royal High- 
ne(s’s Forces, has affur'd him, that Suzais now put 
into a Condition to hold out a long Siege againft an 
Army of 50000 Men, and that che Enemy cannot 
well enter Piemont without firft taking that Place : 
However, a double Line is begun to be made along 
the Doria to Novalefa which ftands at the Foor of 
Mount Cenis ; and ic will be ftrengthen’d with dou- 
ble Pallifades ; that if the Enemy fhould atrempt to 
penetrate that Way, they may find Refiftance. Count 
Graneri is fpeedily to go from hence by Order of 
his Royal Highnets to Milan, to fettle with Deputies 
of that State the Limits of the Territories lately 
made over to his Royal Highnefs by the Emperour. 
Tis rumour'd here, that the German Troops which 
are quarter’d in Italy, will thortly draw this Way to 
the Marquifate of the Montferrat, to be at Hand to 
oppofe any Irruption which the Enemy may atrempt 
(as they threaren ) to make. 

Vienna, March 7. The Emperour has laid apart 
fome of his Jewels,intending to make Pretents of them 
to the King of Spain and his Bride ; that is to fay, 
for the King a golden Fleece fer with Diamonds, a 
Buckle for his Hat baving in it 2 Diamonds as large 
as Nutmegs; for the Royal Bride, a pair of Dia- 
mond Pendants, a Diamond Necklace which the 
Empercur himfelf will prefent to her at the Time of 
her Departure, the Pendants being to be given her 
by King Charles. Every Perfon of her Retinue, is 
to be allow’d 400 Florins for the Expence of the 
Journey to Milan or Final. The Emperour will 
likewife fend to his Brother 12 excellent Horfes. The 
Princefs of Lichtenftcin, with her Retinue of 30 
Perfons, will have the Charge of ber Journey de- 
fray’d co Barcelona ; but the expects before her De- 
parture rocooo Florins, in Confideration of her 
Husband's having been 3 Years Governour to 
King Charles; who has made the Duke d’ Elboeuf 
Commander in chief of the Troops thar are ftill to 
be tranfported from Icaly to Catalonia, and Grandee 
of Spain.

Vienna, March 10. ’Tis faid the Emperour is 
willing, thar fome of the Deputies affembled at 
Presbourg thould as Mediators invite the Malcon- 
tents to fend their Deputies to the Diet to treat of 
an Accommodation; and that he is alfo willing to 
agree to a Ceffation of Armsin the mean while ; 
during which Deputation there will be time to draw 
the Danith Troops from Bavaria, and fome Imperial 
Troops from other Parts, into Hungary : But the 
Malecontents feem determin'd to pufh on their De- 
figns by Force of Arms; to which End Prince Ra- 
oiski isdrawing together an Army of 30000 Men,

and his Generals are affembling other Bodies: At 
leaft ‘ts likely they will never yicld, wat any of 
their Leaders fhould be excluded the Treaty and 
general Amnefty. The 8th Inftane Count Giannini 
Envoy of Modena, receiv’d the Emperour’s Invefti- 
ture of that Dutchy in the Name of his Matter, 
Baron Diamanftein Envoy extraordinary ot the E- 
le&or Palatine, who 1s come hither to Sullicu the 
Affair of the Upper Palatina, requiues a pofitive 
Anfwer: And ‘vis believ'd that Affair wi. foun be 
brougat to a Conclufion, Yetterday asiiv'a here 
Prince Maurice of Savoy, Nephew of Prince Bu- 
gene. The Swedith Secreiary refiuing here, bas 
been order’d co affure this Court, that the King us 
Mafter far fom defigning to make the kmperou: un- 
eafie, was defirous to contrat a Frienathip 
with him ; but hop’d, that feeing his Imperial Ma- 
jefty had executed the Treaty of Alt Ranftad, he 
would on his Intervention, give fume litle Bxtenti- 
on to that Treaty by enlarging the Freedom of Re- 
ligion in Upper Silefia, becaute his Swedith Majetty 
is under an Obligation to interpofe his good Offices 
in that behalf. The faid Secretary added, that the 
rejecting the Offer made by the Turkith Envoy to en- 
ter Hungary with a powerful Army if the King of 
Sweden would declare War againft the Empercur, 
was an inconteftable Proof of his Swedith Majefty’s 
good Intentions towards the Emperour. Ihe Mar- 
quis de Cortanza, who was fent hither by the Duke 
of Savoy, to concert the Operations of the approach- 
ing Campaign, is gone back to Turin, having with 
him a general Scheme of thofe Operations; which 
will be finally agreed in a Conference between the 
Elector of Hanover, Prince Eugene, and the Duke 
of Marlborough, and then communicated to the 
Duke of Savoy. °Tis now faid that the Arch Dut- 
chefs which is to be Married to the King of Portugal, 
will go to Spain with the Bride of. King Charles. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated March 23. 
Strasbourg, March 12. The Marthal de Villars 
having receiv’d Order from the King to take the 
Field with bis Army affoon as pofiible, has caus’d 2 
Camps to be mark’d out, one near St. Wendel, and 
the other below Haguenau on the River Sarr. A 
good Number of Boars and Pontons are fent to- 
wards Brifac, and 200 Waggons are expected here 
to carry Provifions and Ammunition. The Hurfe 
are compleatly re-mounted, and great Diligence is 
us’d to recruit the Foor, We have advice, thara 
Detachment of Carabineers and Horfe are order’d 
by the Marfhal de Villars to merch to the Nether- 
lands ; and ‘tis rumour’d that 16 Battallions and 3 
Regiments of Dragoons will fhorily march that Way 
to reinforce the Elector of Bavaria: So thar in all 
Appearance the Marfhal de Villars will be in no 
Condition to do any thing conGderable in thefe 
Parts.
